Trial by 12 compnrgators, which was of 


canonical origin, existed in Anglo-Saxon 
tlmi'i and only resembled what is known 
as trial by jury in the number of persons 
sworn.

Trial by jury was first 
adopted in criminal cases in the reign of 
John— 1189-99 — and was the established 
mode of dealing with them at the end of 
the thirteenth century. Witnesses were 
examined and evidence first laid before 
juries in the reign of Henry VI— 1422-61 
— but this change was not funs' carried 
onttill the time of Edward VI— 1547-58.

X*ack of Confidence In the Trustworthiness 


of NewNpapers—The Barber Lung Looked 
for—Talesmen Who Didn't Know Public 
Men and Places. 
In the New York courts Ignorance nnd 


Stupidity occasionally appear to be the 
characteristics chiefly sought after among 
jurors. 
The examination of talesmen, 


especially in murder cases, is usually ex- 
ceedingly tedious, but at times flashes of 
wit or instances of brilliant dullness illu- 
mine the proceedings. Even men who in 
the ordinary affairs of life show great in- 
telligence sometimes become confused 
when being examined by two shrewd law- 
yers and a judge in a crowded courtroom. 
JK their answers were afterward read to 
them by the stenographer, they would ac- 
CUBO him of the grossest incompetence. 


j Certain stupid answers are given again 
and again. 
At regular intervals crops up 


the man who says that he would take the 
evidence from the law, or the law from 
the evidence, or the evidence from the 
court, or tho evidence from the prisoner's 
counsel. Hero is a variation of that form, 
of genial misinformation: 


"How would you determine the case if 


•elected?" asked o lawyer in general ses- 
sions. 


"1 would take the law from the evi- 


dence, and if there was any reasonable 
doubt I would rendm1 a verdict." This 
seemed clear and straightforward enough, 
but tho man was excused. 


"Would you take the law from the 


court, or would you settle it for your- 
self?" Recorder Smyth asked a talesman. 
1 "Oh, I would hear what the court had 
to say, and then would make up my 
•mind," came the answer coolly and al- 
jmost patronizingly. 


Tha spectators thought that the rash 


man would be committed to the Tombs 
for contempt of court, but the recorder, 
the liucb of his face growing 'tense, calmly 
asked, after a pause: 


"What did yousay your business was?" 
"Cloakmuking." 


! "Well, you would bettor go and attend 
to it for the rest of tbe term." That was 
all. 


Some jurors have a delightful lack of 


confidence iu tho trustworthiness of news- 
.paper reports. In a murdor trial every 
man examined is asked if he has read 
about the case. Sometimes he answers iu 
this strain: "Yes, but I never believe any- 
thing I read in the newspapers. I place 
no credence in newspaper reports." This 
in generally said breezily, but the reply Is 
not regarded by tho court as a sign of 
overintelligence nor is that not uncom- 
mon one, "What I read makes no impres- 
sion on me." 


There is a mistaken idea that a man 


who has read anything about a crime can- 
not serve on the jury which tries the ac- 
cused man. The law distinctly says that 
even if he has made up his mind on the 
question Uf g«iH) ho nany ut.ill rank o «* jw»4- 
isfactory juror under certain conditions. 


The man need not even say he knows 


that he would not be influenced by the 
opinion, but merely that he believes he 
would not be. There are dozens of cases 
in which tlie courts have held a juror to 
be competent even if he had read about 
the crime and had formed an opinion 
which' it would take evidence to remove, 
provided that he agreed to decide only on 
the evidence and regardless of that former 
impression. 


At the same time, this principle of law 


istoa large extent nullified, because coun- 
sel generally peremptorily challenges such 
a man. The judge, however, recognizes 
that the best juror *of all is often the man 
who frankly acknowledges that he has 
read all about the case and has formed an 
opinion, but nevertheless can give an im- 
partial verdict on the evidence. 


In a trial in general sessions which at- 


tracted much attention the name of a bar- 
ber was drawn from the wheel of - fortune 
by the clerk. One of the questions asked 
him waa whether be had formed an opin- 
ion about the prisoner's guilt and ex- 
preaaed It to hfn ouRtomara. 
t "1 had an opinion," was the answer, 
"but 1 did not express it in my shop. I 
never express opinions in my shop." The 
.latter part of the answer was given with 
emphasis. 


I "Your honor, this is the barber for 
whom we hava all been looking," said the 
lawyer for the defense, but the assistant 
district attorney did not want such a man 
'on tho jury. 


j In the same trial one or two other tales- 
men showed a lack of backbone that de- 
prived them of seats in the jury box. One 
man vacillated In his views like a weath- 
ervane. First he said he would take the 
evidence from the court, then be said he 
would take it under the court's ruling. 
He began by saying that he had a preju- 
dice—a very strong prejudice—against a 
man charged with killing a woman—a 
prejudice that could be removed only by 
evidence that was overwhelmingly con- 
vincing. A minute later he calmly said 
to the judge: 


"I have no prejudice in this case. I 


know that a man charged with crime is 
considered innocent until proved guilty."

Did yon ever microscopically examine 


a tiny bit of powder scraped from a piece 
of common chalk? "If you never did," as 
the philosopher told the boatman in the oft 
repeated story, "you have lost at least one- 
th d of your life." Not one person in 
10,JOO has the least idea of tbe number 
ami curious foriuu of the minute shells 
tht.t can thus be brought into plain view. 
The largest of these shells is not more than 
tho one three-thousandths of an inch in 
len gth, yet they are as perfect as the pearly 
titans of the beach that are large enough 
to bold a half gallon of water and which, 
whan empty, roar like B cyclone. Some 
are shaped like squids and cuttlefishes, 
others like "sand dollars" or sea urchins, 
buo by far the larger majority will remind 
yon of sea shells that you have Been at one 
time or another. One very common form 
of these infinitesimal structures is shaped 
exactly like the common conch shell, but 
it has been estimated that at the least cal- 
culation it is a,000,000 times smaller.

erally show that there are from 800 to 500 
spiicies of minute shells in every conceiva- 
ble shape and form, the very minutest 
spticks among them being as curiously and 
wonderously made as those of larger cali- 
ber.—St. Louis Republic.

Old London Bridge. 


New London bridgewas opened In 1831. 


Old London bridge was a monstrosity. It 
dated back to the yenr 1176 A. D, nnd at 
leiiat three wooden bridges are known to 
hare occupied the same site prior to that 
dite. 


The old bridge was slightly over 900 feet 


in length, according to the St. Louis He- 
pxibllc, nnd had 18 solid stone piers, vary- 
ing in thickness from 25 to 84 feet, thus 
confining the flow of the river to less than 
hM Its natural channel. Th« entire sur- 
face of the bridge was occupied by blocks 
of brick and atone buildinga—erected on 
arches, with the roadway running tunnel- 
Hire beneath—some of them four stories 
high. All of these bridge buildings were 
donsely packed with human beings—at 
one time estimated at 1,700—carrying on 
a) 1 the trades and other vocations of life. 
Spanning the two center piers was a huge 
church building, dedicated to St. Thomas 
of. Canterbury, but usually styled St. Pet- 
ur'a of the Bridge. 


In very early time the arch opening from 


the bridge toward the city was called 
"Traitor's gate," and It was no unusual 
thing to see the heads of a dozen executed 
criminal! banging over it.—New York
